GEORGIA CROPS. 


A Report te the Department of Agriculture et W ash- 
| iagten. ° 
Rye is cultivated in Georgia mainly for 

winter pasturage, for waich purpose it 1s very 
valuable in our climate. The general prac- 
tice is to sow rich lots in August or Septem- 
ber and pasture them during winter and 
spring. Itis more profitable, however, to sow 
very thickly in drijls 12 to 18 inches apart, at 
the rate of 3 bushels per acre and cut the 
green rye during winter. I usually com- 
mence cutting about the 15th of November 
and continue until April, when it is mowed 
and converted into hay just as it begins to 
bloom. One-fourth of an acre will, if the 
soil is fertile or highly manured, keep a cow 
through the winter. Northern or western 
seed are worthless for sowing here. The 
plants from such seed trail on the ground, 
while those from southern seed grow erect if 
planted thick, and afford early and frequent 
cuttings 

Oats, since the introduction of the rust- 
proof, bearded varieties and fall sowing, af- 
ford our most reliable source of stock food, 
since they grow and mature before the sum 
mer drouths commence. If the Whole crop 
of the state had been sown in the rust-proot 
varieties the average yield would have been 
not less than twenty-five bushels. Many 
farmers, however, in the northern part of the 
state sowed western spring oats, which rusted 
and reduced the averave yield. Fall sown 
oats are more certain of a crop and yield 
larger crops of heavier grain than spring 
sown. The peculiarity of the rust-proof va- 
rieties is that they are invariably bearded and 
have the lower end of each grain surrounded 
by ashort brush. The oat crop of the state 
has grown from 1,900,000 bushels in 1870 to 
about 7,000,000 this year, mainly the result of 
improved varieties and fall seeding. 

Wheat, though cultivated in about one 
hundred counties in the state, received so 
little attention in those counties south of the 
thirty-third parallel of latitude that the aver- 
age yield per acre for the State is materially 
lowered by the small yield in the lower 
counties. The principal wheat-growing sec- 
tion of the state lies north of 33° 45’ north 
latitude, though with good preparation and 
such manuring as is given further north, the 
red lands lying between the above parallels 
yield remunerative crops; indeed, the largest 
yieles ever made in the state have occurred in 
this section. 

There is an unusually promising crop of 
fall potatoes—a reproduction from the spring 
crop. The spring crop is dug in June or July, 
dried, and either planted in the usual way, 
except that the tubers are not cut, and heavily 
mulched with wheat or pine straw, or the po- 
tatoes are bedded (as are sweet potatoes in 
spring) in a convenient spot, where they are 
kept moist enough to induce sprouting. As 
soon as the young vines appear above ground 
they are taken up, with the potato attached, 
and transplanted. Small potatoes are bedded 
without cutting. In this way two crops are 
grown each year, the product of the second 
far surpassing the first in quality, both as to 
flavor and keeping qualities. 

Cotton is still largely in the future, so far as 
the yield is concerned. The storm injured 
the crop in the southern, but will probably 
acento beneficial in the upper part of the state, 
”y exposing the bolls to the sun and breaking 
the lateral roots on one side, thus hastening 
its maturity. Present indications, with rea- 
sonable allowance for reduction of yield by an 
early frost and of acreage as well, point to 
ninety per cent. of an average crop. 

Corn was never more uniformly good than this 
year.’ The crop is now made, and will likely 
go to 30,000,000 bushels. The recent storm has 
caused some rot by blowing down the stalks 
so that the ears rest upon the ground.

THE INDIGNATION MEETINGIN AUGUSTA 

No better illustration of the intolerant and 
proscriptive spirit of opposition to Governor 
Colquitt could be furnished than the indig- 
nation meeting against Mr. P. Walsh, held in 
Augusta on Monday night. And we respect- 
fully submit. that nothing has occurred in 
Georgia in many years that more imperative- 
ly demands the sober and earnest reflection 
of the people at large. 

Let us look at the facts, quietly and impar- 
tially. Here is Mr. Patrick Walsh, who has 
been a-citizen of Augusta for more than twen- 
ty years, and who has lived an honorable 
and blameless life. In all that time, not one 
breath of susp.cion has been on his character 
for integrity, ability, or patriotism. He has 
been devoted to his city, his section, hisstate 
and = his’ people. Commencing life 
printer, working at his case, he has 
by sheer force of character, pushed his way 
upward, loyally maintaining himself all the 
while, commanding the love of bis friends and 
the respect of his enemies. He has oT 
ted the count# repeatedly in the legis): 

He has been for more than ten years 
editor of the leading paper of his rao 
He has been connected with almost every en- 
terprise that looked to the building up of his 
city. Few men have done more than he to 
make Augusta what shefs. As a citizen, a 
neighbor, a democrat, a representative, a 
journalist, he has been honorable and just. 

Now this man wrote in his paper, as he had 
a perfect right todo, an editorial criticising 
an open letter, written by a public man, on 
apublicissue. The criticism was not only 
‘respectful and legitimate, but it was kind and 
friendly in its tone.

A 
wagon with a brass band and a canvass calling 
on the citizens of Augusta to meet at the mar- 
ket place and join in denouncing Mr. Walsh 
and his course, paraded the streets of the town. 
Posters headed ‘“‘ Indignation’’ were scattered 
everywhere, drumming up the people who 
had known Mr. Walsh for more than twenty 
years as an honorable man and a loyal friend, 
to come together that they might 
express in formal manner “their indig- 
nation’’ because he had written an editorial 
criticising the position taken by a public man 
in an open letter. The meeting was held, 
and we are told that speeches ‘denunciatory 
of the editorial and the editor wére made. 

We do not remembera deadlier blow at the 
freedom of the press and the general freedom 
of thought and expression than the in- 
dignity put tpon this sturdy gentleman, 
because he Lad the courage of his convictions 
and the manliness to express them. Eut it is 
a part and parcel of the programme against 
Goyernor Colquitt. It is the same spirit of 
intolerance and proscription that has povled 
all issues in the bitter and persistent atterapt 
to defeat that gentleman, and to denounce 
and bulldoze any man who stands up against 
their combination. We put them on notice 
that such a policy won’t win.

A FEAT IN REPORTING. 

We refer the public with pride to the 
work done by the Constitution this morn- 
ing, in reporting the seventh and ninth dis- 
tricts.

FUNNY TUMP SHERMAN. 


He Makes His Annual KRepert with Some Curlous 
ecommendatlons. 


WASHINGTON, November 7.—General Sherman 
has submitted to the secretary of war his report for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1882. He says that the 
limit of 25.000 enlisted men for the army is fixed by 
law but the fear of exceeding this limit or deficies- 
cy of enlisted men in prosperous times has kept the 
army below what the honor and necessity of the 
country demands; and he most earnestly advises 
that the army be changed to 30,000; not with the 
expectation of declaring that limit but to approxi- 
mate it, and thereby make the army more efficient 
without material increase of cost. The experience 
of the world that of an organized army 
not more than 66 per cent can be _ had 
for actual battle or field service, and, as experience 
demonstrates, 25,000 soldiers are needed for the 
wants of the country, that number is asked for, 
which will produce that result. At present our 
soldiers are overworked. Companies are too small 
for discipline or decent appearance, and he thinks 
the army has earned by actual service this amount 
of consideration from the country. The reports of 
the department generals are submitted with the re- 
port of the general of the army, who says, 
in referring to them, that the military his- 
tory and changes of the past year have 
been most happily uneventful and peaceful; 
not wholly for want of cause but because force was 
close at hand in each case to reach and punish dis- 
turbers. There have been fewer Indian disturban- 
cies in the great west than in any past twenty 
years, partly owing to the precautions taken by the 
proper oflicers. butin a large measure due to the 
unexampled development of railroadsin that re- 
gion,and consequent rapidity of settlement by 
farmers and granlers, whoare generally prepared 
to defend their own property. This is 
the real cause of the great prosperity, 
which now blesses our country. Sherman thinks 
that the regulararmy has done its full sbare in ac- 
complishing this result,and claims for it a share in 
its fruits. Troops during this transition period, have 
lived in holes in the ground, jn houses made of green 
cottonwood logsinfested by vermin, in temporary 
shanties, generally without a murmur, but now 
this battle with poverty over, Or nearly 
so, and he appeals to congress fol 
generous}§treatment, for decent quarters for 
officersand men torepealthe law which forbids 
anything but temporary shelter at our frontier 
posts, and to confer on the president and secretary 
of war, oron the board of general officers, power 
to designate the places of strategic im- 
portance at which to erect suitable per- 
manent buildings for quartering properly 
troops of the United States. Sherman 
condemns a good many relics of by gone ages 
which still obtain in army methods. Among other 
things he says court martials are following the prec- 
edent never to sit later than three/o’clock in the 
afternoon. The precedent was established one 
hundred years agoin England, wheu it was cus- 
tomary to dine shortly after that hour, and then 
get drunk. Now he says the army dines when it 
can, keeps sober all the time, and there is no rea- 
son why court martials should not sit all night, if 
necessary, the same as civil juriesdo. He calls at- 
tention te the great number of desertions. These 
are various, but the chief one is that most 
of the recruits enlist in New York or larger cities, 
are transported at the cost oi the United States to 
the west, where by desertion at little risk of capt- 
ure and punishment, they obtain the highest wa- 
ges. The remedy willin his belief be foundina 
more liberal treatment of the good soldier, and to 
more certain punishment of the deserter. Another 
cause of desertion is the small pay of enlisted men, 
and he recommends that the pay be restored to the 
standard of 1865.

A Poor Asylum in Nova Scotia Kurns Nearly a Huon 
dred Persona Alive.

The firemen and other 
early arrivals hastened up stairs and were soon get- 
ting the blind, old and lame down long winding 
stairs These were all saved but the work was 
slow and while men were thus engaged, the fire 
reached the air shaft which ventilated the main 
building, and in a moment reached the top story 
That floor was used as the hospital.

The Germans buy almost 
entirely of the German pickles in barrels 
which means nothing more nor less than cu. 
cumbers packed in brine. The pickles are 
first put in between layers of salt over which 
in a few’ days warm water is poured, the salt 
is dissolved and we get the pickles then just 
as you see them in the barrels at the stores. 
We sell a great many pickles in buckets and 
they are very nice also.”’ : 

“How many cucumbers will 
hold?” 

“All the way from three hundred to six 
thousand. A barrel will hold five thousand 
“Tiny Tims.’’ The medium sizes range from 
800 to 1,400. When they get above 2,000 .o the 
barrel they are called gherkins. The gherk- 
ins are sold principally in the southern mar- 
ket and used in making chow chow and mus- 
tard pickle.”’ 

“It is remarkable to contemplate,’ contin- 
ued the merchant, ‘‘the difference in the 
class of canned goods and fancy goods sold 
here now and that sold here eight years ago, 
when A. M. Lewis. & Co., who have now gone 
out of business, first opened here it was im- 
pcessible to sell a pound of roasted coffee and 
Schuman, the druggist and John Keely and 
John Ryan in their dry good stores sold all 
the tea. Now that isall changed. You can’t 
sell the green coffee now and there are sev- 
eral stores that deal almost exclusively in 
tea. Along with that revolution has come a 
very zeneral demand for the best class of 
canned aud similar goods. There are many 
new things now coming in, I will have dur- 
ing next week twenty-five new things that 
were never in this market before.”
